wherein said first response comprises a completed version of at least one of the 
plurality of compl e t e d response t e mplat e templates, the completed version of the at 
least one of the plurality of response templates linking one or more of said plurality of 
parts of said structured entity, th e comp l et e d r e spons e t e mp l at e b ei ng s e l e ct e d from 
a mong th e plura li ty of r e spons e t e m pl at e s by wherein a user of the first client device 
decides which of the plurality of response templates to use in the first response and how 
many of the plurality of response templates to use in the first response . 
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
